In Masatlan, Mex., there has not 
been a failure or a fire for fifteen years. 

Deposits in the San Francisco, Gal., 
savings banks amount to $117,324,597. 

Durango, Mexico, wanta to borrow 
$2,000,000, to be expended in looal 
improvements. 

Los Angeles, Gal., will now sell its 
recently authorized water bonds to the 
amount of $9,090,000. 

Washington dairymen are to hold a 
convention at North Yakima on De¬ 
cember 28, 99 and 30. 

Santa Barbara Go., Gal, is shipping 
large quantities of beans for coffee 
manufacture in San Francisco. 

Whatoom county, Wash., has 90 
miles of trunk line wagon roads, cost¬ 
ing $18,000, and bridges costing $60,- 
300. 

The four Fairhaveu salmon canner¬ 
ies have put up 344,000 oases this 
season, mostly sookeyes, though there 
are a few humpbacks and silversides. 

The Canadian-U. S. Alaskan bound¬ 
ary dispute baa been temporarily 
arranged by a line drawn across Chil- 
kat pass, delimitated by the river and 
mountain top. 

A largo number of hogs are being 
shipped from the Rogue rivet valley, 
Or. They readily command AM cents 
gross, the best prioe that has been 
paid for thorn in many years. 

The receipts of the Walla Walla fruit 
fair this year were $6300, and ex¬ 
penses only $4000. Last year the re¬ 
ceipts were $7000, but there was s 
deficit of $500 after bills were paid. 

The Pacifio & Idaho Northern is 
now in operation 24 miles from Wei- 
ser, Idaho, and construction crews are 
strung Along the route and are making 
rapid progress, to the tteven Devils 
mines. 

Commissioners of Shoshone county, 
Idaho, have taken steps to borrow 
$40,000 to pay off outstanding war¬ 
rants, and have authorized the sheriff 
to appoint 40 deputies, to be paid only 
when in actual service. 

Pendleton, Or., is improving her 
water system. Recent tests made 
prove the pressure obtained on the 
mains to be sufficient for tire emer¬ 
gencies and it is proposed to do away 
With the paid fire departments substi¬ 
tuting a volunteer department. 

A sockeye salmon hatchery is about 
to be established on Chilliwack lake, 
Wash., which empties into the Fraser 
river of British Columbia. It is justi¬ 
fied, however, by the statement that of 
the 854,000 cases packed this year on 
Puget sound 600,000 oases were of 
Frazer river fish, caught in American 
waters. 

John Prussia, who was on the Con¬ 
federate gunboat Alabama when she 
was destroyed by the United States 
warship Kearsarge off the harbor of 
Cherbourg, France, in 1864, is em¬ 
ployed in the box factory at Cosmo- 
polis, Wash. When the Alabama was 
sunk by her antagonist Prussia was 
saved by a Frenoh fishing-boat. 

H. S. Pritchett, ’ Superintendent 
United States Coast and Geodetic Sur¬ 
vey, goes next season on the U. S. 
steamer Pathfinder to Alaskan waters 
to survey the islands of the Aleutian 
group, near Unimak pass. The is¬ 
lands, Mr. Pritchett says, have not 
been correotly located on Government 
charts and maps. Several islands of 
the Aleutian group, lying between fif¬ 
teen and twenty miles apart, near Uni¬ 
mak pass, have been selected as a field 
for the use of wireless telegraphy. By 
this means Mr. Pritchett expects that 
the difference in latitude of the is¬ 
lands will be determined accurately. 

Doe* Not Wont the Prisoner*. 

Washington. — Governor Steunen- 
berg of Idaho has had another oonfer- 
enoe with Secretary Root respecting, 
the maintenance of Federal oustody of 
the miners who are now held as prison¬ 
ers in Idaho by the troops. The War 
Department is anxious to escape the 
responsibility for the further oare of 
these prisoners. On the other hand, 
Governor Steunenberg cannot see his 
way dear to accept their custody be¬ 
cause he has no sufficient force to 
take care of them. Secretary Boot has 
suggested that the Governor issue a 
call for a special session of the Legis¬ 
lature* to deal with the question. 
Meanwhile the War Department will 
continue for a short time at least to 
bold the prisoners. 

Spanish Minister Bealsna. 

Madrid.—The Minister of Justice, 
Senor Duran, has resigned in conse- 
ouence of the decision of the Govern¬ 
ment to suspend the constitutional 
guarantees at Barcelona. 


OenMet. 

Philadelphia. — Edward Vanduaen 
Paul, who is delegate to represent 
President Krueger at the Internatfcwal 
Commercial Congress, will not tako 
further part in the p r ocee d ings. He 
loft for Chicago, where he goes on 
other bnainoM for the Transvaal Gov* 
eminent. Mr. Paul intended to have 
read a paper before the oongrees, but 
the state of affairs in Booth Africa 
called hiss to other duties. 

Before leaving for the West, he said, 
speaking of the war: “The news thus 
far received from Sooth Africa would 
rather favor the British side of the con¬ 
flict, but it would be well for Ameri¬ 
cans to remember that nine out of ten 
dispatobea received from the seat of 
war come from British sources. I do 
not believe thst the Boers hsve been 
repulsed ts badly as the press dis¬ 
patches have sated. I realise as well 
as anybody that Great Britain has a 
tremendous power, and had she to deal 
with a small nation like the Transvaal 
located within reach of the guns of 
her ships there would be a speedy end¬ 
ing of the war; but the Transvaal is a 
gigantic fortress in itself. The Boers 
are determined to maintain their in¬ 
dependence ; they are willing to sacri¬ 
fice all, and the fight will be a bloody 
one from the very start. 

“England has a modi more diffioult 
task than her war party is aware of, 
and the truthfulness of this statement 
will be borne out by eaily events. I 
expect to see most of the fighting don* 
in British territory, and I expect, 
further, that the independence, com¬ 
plete and everlasting, of the South Afri¬ 
can Republio will be acknowledged by 
all nations of the earth.’’ 


11NCIDE NT FORMALLY CLOSED. 

Watson’■ Action In Bonding Homo Com¬ 
mand or Taussig. 

Washington.—The incident that oc¬ 
curred in the Philippines between 
Rear-Admiral John G. Watson, com¬ 
mander- in-chief of the Asiatic station, 
and Commander F. D. Taussig, iu com¬ 
mand of,the Bennington,owing to a mis¬ 
understanding as to the wayjin which 
certain orders of the Admiral were to 
be oarried out, as a result of whioh 
Commander Taussig was relieved of 
his command and ordered to return 
to the United States, has been closed 
by the Navy Department’s aotion in’ 
the following manner: 

“Admiral Watson’s action is held to 
be within tbw-diesrationary authority 
vested in him by artiole 304,paragraph 
3, of the navy regulation, it being 
impracticable to have a court of in¬ 
quiry, and owing to the present impor¬ 
tance of the Aeiatio station it is indis¬ 
pensable that harmony should be main¬ 
tained in his command. 

“Commander Taussig is regarded, 
from the time of bis arrival in the 
United States, as having been de- 
taohed from duty on a foreign station. 
He was ordered home and placed on 
waiting orders as in ordinary cases. 
He has now been given appropriate 
shore duty in connection with the 
Lighthouse Bureau, and,when paotioa- 
ble, will have ooinmand of another 
vessel commensurate with his rank, to 
serve eleswhere than on the Asiatic 
station.” 

GERMANY BUILDING AN AIRSHIP. 

A Brltlah Officer Tell* of a Hooiter Fly¬ 
ing Machine Under Conatruotlon. 

London.—Major Baden-Powell in a 
report describing a visit to the dock¬ 
yards in which a German airship was 
being constructed, says: “I was im¬ 
mensely impressed on entering a great 
wooden building erected on a floating 
raft to see what appeared to be the 
slender skeleton of a huge vessel. 
This vessel appeared as big as the most 
powerful battle-ship, but was con¬ 
structed of such delicate materal as to 
suggest a stupendous bird cage. This, 
which is made entirely of aluminum, 
is the framework on whiuh the onter 
skin will be stretohed. Inside a num¬ 
ber of large balloons will be plaoed. 
Underneath are a gallery and cars, all 
made of aluminum. 

“There are also engines which, it is 
hoped, will drive the vessel through 
the air at a speed of twenty-two miles 
an hour. The total lifting capacity of 
the airship will be about ten tons, 
whioh is sufficient for it to carry 
enongh stores and ballast to remain in 
the air for some days. Seventy thous¬ 
and pounds sterling have been spent by 
the commission, which inolndes the 
leading scientific experts.” 


Buying Yankee Cartridge*. 

Bridgeport, Conn.— The British 
Government has plaoed an imnense 
order for ammunition with the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Company of this 
city for nse in the war in South Afrioa. 
It is unofficially declared that part of 
the order is for 5,000,000 shot shell, 
with as many more ball cartridges. 
When questioned as to the full extent 
of the prder, an official of the company 
replied that it was against the roles of 
the concern to talk in relation to war 
orders. Preparations for the rash that 
the fulfillment of the order will entail 
have already been commenced.

Near the head of eaoh 
mast a yard will be lashed, like a 
lateen-rig spar, to one of whioh there 
will be a rope to adjust the slant of 
the yard, the other end carrying the 
apparatus. 

Admiral Farquhar will take the two 
ships to sea, with Marconi as his guest 
on the flagship New York. The two 
vessels will then cruise apart in wide 
ciroles for at least a week, and deter¬ 
mine the trustworthiness of the system 
under varying conditions of weather 
and distances. Marconi is confident of 
maintaining communication constant¬ 
ly so long as the distance between the 
vessels does Dot exceed eighty miles. 
The principal question now relates 
to results to be secured in rough 
weather and storms on the open ocean, 
away from the land influence and over 
longer distance than thirty miles. 


MILLIONS FOR THE DEFENSES. 

Immanae Sam Naeiled to Compute 
Present Plan*. 

Washington.—The annual report of 
the Chief of Engineers of the Army, 
Brigadier-General John M. Wilson, just 
made public, submits estimates for 
rivers and harbor works already au¬ 
thorised by Congress, but not provided 
by continuing contracts, amounting to 
$26,906,821. In addition, he asks for 
$15,582,626 to carry on works already 
contracted for. 

The report shows that the existing 
approved projects for seacoast defenses 
contemplate the emplacement of about 
600 heavy guns of 8, 10, 12 and 16 
inch caliber, of about 800 rapid-fire 
guns and of about 1000 mortars, at an 
estimated approximate cost for the en¬ 
gineering work of $55,000,000. An 
estimate of $4,500,000 is submitted for 
continuing the work of construction of 
these batteries and for the defense of 
Porto Rico. 

Under the head of fortifications, 
General Wilson says that in addition 
to the thirty localities in the United 
States for which projects for permanent 
seacoast batteries have been made the 
defense of several other localities is 
now under consideration. Consider¬ 
able study has been given to the sub¬ 
ject of the defense of our insular pos¬ 
sessions, resulting in complete projects 
for Honolulu and Pearl Harbors, that 
the oonstraotlon of batteries for these 
places can begin as soon as Congress 
appropriates the funds. 

Work on seacoast defenses has been 
vigoronsly oarried on at twenty-five 
localities, nearly all of which are even 
now so well supplied with heavy guns 
and mortars as to permit of effective 
defense against naval attaak. An in¬ 
crease in rapid-fire armament, General 
Wilson says, is now the most urgent 
neoessity, there having been delay in 


securing these guna in the past year, 
owing to difflonlties with contractors. 
With the rapid growth of the coast de¬ 
fenses, the artillery organisation, 
which most care for them, has been 
utterly inadequate, and the difficulty 
has been inc r ease d by the withdrawal 
of two regiments for foreign service and 
by the necessity for the services of 
skilled electricians and mechanics to 
care for the highly complex ordinance. 

The work of installing dynamite bat¬ 
teries at San Francisco harbor has been 
completed, bat at Sandy Hook provis¬ 
ions remain to be made for the perma¬ 
nent protection of the guns in place. 
Turning to the subject of rivers and 
harbors,the chief of engineers expresses 
satisfaction at the working of the con¬ 
tract system generally. 

A summary of the detailed esti¬ 
mate recommended for river and har¬ 
bor work shows the following items: 
Coquille river, Or., $75,000; Siuslaw 
river, Or., $50,000; Columbia river 
at the Cascades, $160,000; Columbia 
and Lower Williamette rivers below 
Portland, $322,464; waterway Puget 
sound to Lakes Union and Washington, 
$200,000; San Diego harbor, Califor¬ 
nia, $119,400; San Luis Obispo harbor, 
California, $160,000. 

In addition to the foregoing the fol¬ 
lowing estimates are made under the 
oontinuing oontraot system; Oakland, 
Cal., $180,000; San Francisoo harbor, 
$170,000; San Pedro, Cal., $200,009; 
Gray’s harbor, Wash., 345,000; Ever¬ 
ett harbor, Wash., $150,000; Sacra¬ 
mento river, Cal., $60,000. 

KOBBE MAY BE A BRIGADIER. 

Promotion for the Vulonel of the 1 hlrty- 
flfth Volunteer*. 

Washington.—The appointment of 
Colonel Funaton to be Brigadier-Gen¬ 
eral of Volunteers filled all but one of 
the vacancies in that rank caused by 
the organization of the newjarmy. One 
more vacanuy remains to be filled, 
and it was said at the War Department 
that it will be filled by the pro¬ 
motion of Major William A. Kobbe of 
the Third Artillery. Major Kobbe 
is now in the Philippines, and has 
greatly distinguished himself, being 
mentioned on more than one occasion 
for oonapicuous bravery. When it was 
determined to raise the first ten vol¬ 
unteer regiments be Was named by the 
President as Colonel of the Thirty-fifth 
Volunteers. His promotion to Brigadier 
General will result in the promotion 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Edward H.

Coal I dk Station at Maatla. 

Washington.—Orders have been 
given to Civil Engineer H. R. Stanford 
to proceed to Manila and prepare plans 
for the establishment of a coaling sta¬ 
tion on the site of the old station occu¬ 
pied by the Spaniards just inside of 
Sagley point, on Manila bay. Beyond 
the establishment of a coaling station 
no other naval depot will be located in 
the Philippines until the'insurrection 
is at an end.

Rumor That Boer* Seek Peace. 

London.—A special dispatch from 
Cape Town, says that advices reoeived 
here from Pretoria report President 
Krueger as now being in favor of an 
unconditional surrender. It is added 
that it is expected that the Exeoutive 
Council will meet to disouss the ad¬ 
visability of such a s’tep. The report, 
it is stated here, must be aocepted with 
reserve. 

Farmer* Malt Think. 

Farmers must remember that this is 
an age of organized effort, an age of 
rapid changes, and the methods of 
our fathers, however successful in the 
past, will not succeed now. New 
methods, new system, thought, brain 
culture, must be applied in keeping 
with the ohanged conditions, to insure 
success. What the farmer needs now 
is not more phyeical labor, but more 
thought. The farmer who expects to 
keep to the front must do ao by the 
power of knowledge—cultured brain, 
not muscle. I believe the farmer will 
suoceed best whe will spend one-fourth 
of all the hours he devotes to labor to 
mental labor and thinking and devising 
hie plans for conducting bis business

Plan for a Farmers’ Trust. 

Since the publication of my article 
on The Farmere’ Trust in Orange Judge 
Farmer, some months ago, I have re¬ 
oeived nnmerons letters asking or my 
plan of organisation. As I have been 
unable to answer all of these through 
the mail, I will give the scheme below. 

After the thorough agitation on the 
subject by the farm journals, an eleo- 
tion could be held and a national presi¬ 
dent, vice-president and secretary 
choaen. This election conld be hel3 
either through the farm journals or 
under the direction of the secretary of 
agriculture. fb® national president 
would then appoint a president and a 
secretary for each state; the state presi¬ 
dents would in turn appoint masters 
over each congressional district, and 
these men would appoint sab-masters 
over each county. 

The sub-masters would be supplied 
with roll books which should be 
plaoed with a prominent farmer, one 
in each township or precinct. The 
roll should be in the form of an agree¬ 
ment. on the part of the members not 
to sell produce at a lower price than 
that listed in the sohedule. The sched¬ 
ule would be prepared each month by a 
business manager, the prices varying 
in proportion to the distance from 
market. Arrangements oould be made 
with railroads and wholesale grain 
buyers, whereby the highest possible 
prices could be secured. 

The business manager would be 
elected- by the state presidents, and 
would be the only salaried officer, but 
the aotual expenses of ail other officers 
should be met by the association.—H. 
G. Garner. 


In early life pigs go backward or 
forward very easily; all runts are not 
born so. Almost any pig will make a 
good porker if started right. Even the 
runt, if given a little extra a day will 
sometimes come out wonderfully. 

Even on good olover pasture fattening 
hogs Bhould have twice daily all the 
grain they will eat. 


Clipping Wings. 

The fowl ahould be taken on the left 
arm, the legs being firmly grasped by 
the left band. By taking the other and 
opening the wing and closing two or 
three times it will be seen that the 
outside- feathers fold in out of sight 
when the wing ia at rest. This will 
be noticeable even to one who knows 
little dr nothing about poultry. Theae 
feathers are the ones that should be 
oat, which can be done very easily 
with a pair of sheep shears in the right 
hand. This clipping is generally as 
effectual a* though the whole wing full 
of feathers was removed.—C. P. Rey¬ 
nolds, Shiawassee Co., Mich.

It Is very clear t® anyone 
who views housekeeping from the 
standpoint of a cold business proposi¬ 
tion that the solution of the domestic 
service problem Ues in a readjustment 
of the relations between the head of 
the domestic establishment and the 
housemaid. A few more years of de¬ 
privation and hardship may be neces¬ 
sary to convince housekeepers of this 
fact. It Is believed by many that the 
time Is coming when the housemaid 
will be employed on the same basis 
that girls and men are employed In the 
stores: that they will report for work 
at a certain hour In tbe morning and 
quit at a certain hour In the evening, 
sustaining to the household only the 
relations of an employe and forming 
no part of the domestic circle. The 
employe will no longer be called a 
“servant”—a.name that should be obso¬ 
lete In free America—but will be on a 
social equality with all other classes

Two Chicago men have patented a 
shield for pneumatic tires which will 
protect the tire from punctures, the 
tread bedjjg flat and extending beyond 
the air chamber on each edge, with a 
metallic strip Inserted In a slip formed 
in the face of the tread. 

To temporarily repair leaks In fire 
hose a pair of semi-circular metallic 
sections are hinged together, with 
links on one section, to engage hooked 
levers being pivoted In brackets to al¬ 
low them to be depressed and lock the 
sections around the hose.

than that Davos In winter should have 
won the approval of the medical men 
for consumptives? Davos was origin¬ 
ally discovered by the Germans. Thirty 
years ago a Teutonic physician accom¬ 
panied by a friend wandered to the 
spot, and with difficulty obtained 
lodging In a solitary dwelling. 'X 
doctor was suffering from consuui; 
tion, and to his delight and astonish¬ 
ment found himself rapidly growing 
better. He considered that the high 
Alpine air was an admirable tonic; 
that though at a great height above the 
sea, the sun beat down with immense 
power through the rarefied atmosphere, 
and that the pine forests which clothed 
the hillside were fraught with health¬ 
ful Influence. The German doctor, hap¬ 
pily recovered, started the theory for 
his countrymen that In cases of 
phthisis a cold climate was better than 
a warm one. This medical heresy, for 
such It would have seemed at the time, 
gradually made Its way. The theory 
was that in this cold climate the living 
germs which cause pulmonary disease 
cannot exist, and are gradually extir¬ 
pated. The Germans came In crowds. 
Gradually, to defray the expenses, they 
resorted to every means of earning a 
livelihood. They opened all kinds of 
shops, hotels, pensions; gave lessons In 
every province of education—lan¬ 
guages, natural science, painting and 
wood carving. 

In the next century we may see 
Spitsbergen a flourishing health resort 
We are getting tired of the continental 
curves. Arctic baths sound Invigora¬ 
ting, and arctic air is certainly free 
from noxious microbes. The only dis¬ 
advantage Is tbe long sea voyage, 
which, however, may be declared to 
constitute part of the treatment But 
If Spitsbergen be too far distant why 
not patronize Iceland? Iceland is one 
of the most Interesting places In the 
world; its physical features are very 
remarkable, and not less so Is the his¬ 
tory of its people. The Icelanders, as 
a race, are noble. Intellectual and 
brave; their government Is thoroughly 
republican In spirit and all citizens 
have equal rights and perfect religious 
liberty. The Norse language Is still 
spoken In Iceland.—Fireside.

The world'is full of 
the characters, eccentric, serious and 
great, that literary genius has thrown 
a halo around. It Is easy to ascribe a 
reason for this. Most of the characters 
ln the books of Thackeray, Dickens, 
Tennyson, Scott and the list of great 
authors were drawn from lay figures 
selected by the writers from among 
the people with whom they were ac¬ 
quainted. 

The most recent Instance of this Is 
"Sherlock Holmes.” The Scotch pro¬ 
fessor upon whom Conan Doyle found¬ 
ed the great detective has been recog¬ 
nized, and has been written up again 
nnd again, until be Is os well known 
as the detective. 

The original of the character of 
Micawber, who eternally looked for 
something to turn up, was Charles 
Dickens’ own father, as Is well known, 
while the weak and easily victimized 
Mrs. Nlckleby waa the mother of the 
novelist Boythorn, In “Bleak House,” 
caused a quarrel between Dickens and 
Walter Savage Landor, for tbe latter 
recognized ln the character his own 
peculiarities, and resented tbe fact that 
he had been so treated. Leigh Hunt 
was angry with Dickens because the 
famous character of Harold Sklmpole, 
In the same book, resembled Ids man¬ 
nerisms so closely that there wn 3 no 
possibility of the likeness not being 
recognized. The original of Thack¬ 
eray’s Bulwlg, In “Yellow Plush Pa¬ 
pers,” was no other than Bulwer, and 
there was a tremendous row over the 
naming of a murderess In one of his 
books, Catherine Hayes, which was 
the name of a famous songstress. An¬ 
drew Archdehne was the original of 
Thackeray’s Foker. Archdehne never 
forgave Thackeray tbe liberty taken 
with him. The celebrated Dr. Cornish 
was Thackeray’s Portman, and young 
Grubstreet, in the "Vlrginlnns,” was 
Edmund Yates to a dot. Costigan, ln 
“The Roundabout Papers,” was a com¬ 
posite figure built on the peculiarities 
of several living people, as Thackeray 
himself acknowledged. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne was kept busy, 
after the publication of “The House 
of Seven Gables,” assuring a large and 
every multiplying army of Pyncheons 
that his character of that name had 
not been drawn from life. So easily 
were Charlotte Bronte’s characters in 
"Shirley” recognized by their originals 
that the latter called each other by 
their fictitious names. 

Byron wrote of his own peculiarities 
of life and temperament in his verse. 
Alfred de Musset did the same thing. 
Mine, de Stael depicted herself ln 
"Corinne” and “Delphine,” and Thack¬ 
eray’s portrait can easily be recognized 
in “Pendennis.” Dr. Holland is sup¬ 


posed to be the original of the vfllata 
ta his novel of “Bhter Sweet,” and 
many people believed that Amelia 
Rives Chandler was the original of hec 
heroine ln “The Quick or the Dead." 
Charles Reade admitted that he wan 
his own lay figure ln drawing the char¬ 
acter of Rolfe. Charlotte Bronte wan 
Jane Eyre, and George Eliot was a 
composite of Romola. Maggie TullV 
ver, and possibly Dorothea. Goldsmith 
Fas his own original ln “The Good 
Matured Man,” while Fielding was tho 
original of Tom Jones 
Tennyson repaid Bulwer in bis on¬ 
slaughts both ln “A Character'’ and 
In “The New Timon and the Poeta.” 
Cnpt Marryat, who wrote such h» 
moroua naval stories, notably “Peter 
Simple,” once sent a challenge to Prof. 
Maurice because the latter used bla 
name for a character ln "Eustace Con¬ 
way.” Browning scored Wordsworth 
In the “Lost Leader.” He also, atf va¬ 
rious times In his career, caricatured 
Cardinal Wiseman, Napoleon III., and 
John Home, the spiritualist The laF 
ter figured as Sludge, the medium. 
Even our own Whittier made Daniel 
Webster figure ln one of his composi¬ 
tions.—Washington Post

A lease of part of a public landing ta 
a private person Is held in Reighard 
vs. Fllnn (Pa.), 43 L. R. A. 502, to bs 
beyond the lawful power of a city 
council, especially when the city char¬ 
ter provides that the rights of property 
conferred shall not be construed to au¬ 
thorize the sale, lease or alienation of 
such landings. 

Death resulting from a ruptured ar¬ 
tery Is held in Feder vs. Iowa Stats 
Traveling Men’s Association (Iowa), 
43 L. R. A. 693, to be not accidental 
when It occurred while one was reach¬ 
ing over a chair to close window shut¬ 
ters and did not fall, slip or lose his 
balance, and when nothing was dona 
or occurred which he had not foreseen 
and planned excepting the rupture.

CANNONADING THE CLOUDS TO BREAK UP HAIL STORMS. 


This picture might be taken as an illustration of how mortals call through 
(Monographs upon Jupiter Pluvlus. At that the Interpretation would not be ao 
far out of the way, for really these people are trying to Induce the clouds to quit 
hafling and send down their message in form of rain. Some time ago the news¬ 
papers described an experiment in Italy of cannonading the doada to get rid of 
hailstorms, and this shows how the operation waa conducted at an agricultural 
exposition at Monsa, a small town ten miles from Milan. Mortars are fired with 
the result of a loud concussion and a good deal of smoke. The fnnnela direct the 
aonnd waves ln tremendous volume towrjd the clouds, and presumably force the 
currents of cold air up higher and dissipate the clouds which bear hail. Some¬ 
times these clouds are driven away, and sometimes It is the cold air which van- 
ishea, leaving in its place warm air, which causes the hail to torn into rain. It 
is said, too, that the smoke has something to do with the result, perhaps hy 
chantoal action upon the clouds.

At Initiation 
the new member took a bloody oath, 
and subscribed to lt by dipping his pen 
in the blood drawn from an Incision In 
his left arm. The Idea Is said to hi.ve 
been derived from a painting called 
“Pacto de Sangre,” executed ln Madrid 
by a famous Filipino painter, Juan 
Luna. After the revolution broke out 
ln 1896 the members of the Katipunan 
could always be Identified among the 
dead and prisoners by the scars. 

A symbolic chart was ln the posses¬ 
sion of each member, and by that he 
could find the Katipunan lodge In the 
provinces or towns wherever he might 
he, and identify himself by means of 
it. As an example of the names borne 
by the members, Gen. Ricarte, now In 
the Insurgents’ army, was known un¬ 
der the name of “Vlvora,” meaning 
viper, xmisonous snak<\ The present 
Gen. Pilar, of whom so miftb Is heard 
In the uprisings against the Americans, 
Is not the Pilar of Katipunan fame, 
though it Is generally taken for granted 
he Is. The present Pilar assumed that 
name some years ago, but hts charac¬ 
teristics are such as to easily lead oue 
to believe that he and the Pilar who 
originated the Katipunan are one and 
the same.—Scribner’s.

directly into the furrows. Then the 
earth Is dosed over the oil and the 
roadway la rolled with a three-ton roll¬ 
er and fanners’ wagons and other vehi¬ 
cles are kept off it for a day until the 
oil has time to percolate up through 
the earth, as the narrow tires of the 
wagons would cut the road to pieces 
before the oil had time to work. 

When a roadway la treated In this 
manner the results are said to be emi¬ 
nently satisfactory, but spreading the 
oil on the surface would be of no avail, 
as it would not sink rapidly enough 
to escape being carried away on the 
wheels of wagons. The result near Des 
Moines will be eagerly watched. The 
cost of the oil and the work is estimat¬ 
ed to be about |141 per mile. The at¬ 
tention of the management of various 
suburban trolley roads has been direct¬ 
ed to the oil process, and It is expected 
that something will be done with them. 

GROWTH OF THE TELEPHONE. 

The United States Leads the World in 
Many Particulars. J 

The growth of the telephone, more 
especially In this country, has been phe¬ 
nomenal. Since 1879, when its practi¬ 
cal qualities were demonstrated, 772,- 
989 mils of telephone wire have been 
strung on poles, buried in the ground, 
stretched on buildings and laid under 
water within the boundaries of the 
United States. That is at the rate of 
38,449 miles per annum, or, allowing 
300 working days to every year, rather 
more than 128 miles a day. Of the total 
length of telephone wire in this country 
—which would reach 9614 times around 
the earth at the equator, by the way- 
309,503 miles are overhead; nearly as 
much, or 358,184, are under ground; 15,- 
329 are in buildings, and 2,973 are in 
submarine cables. All this wire con¬ 
nects 465,180 telephones—more than 
four times as many as are in operation 
in England, which has only 103,081, 
and 11,336 more than the total of all

became dry and Inflammable in the 
fall. 

The apparatus for spreading the oil 
is of course very simple In arrange¬ 
ment. An ordinary fiat car Is fitted 
with one fixed pipe extending the 
length of the cross ties and two swing 
Rlpes—one on each side—which when 
extended will reach two or more feet 
up the sides of slopes In cuts. Each 
pipe Is controlled by a gate valve 
worked by a lever. A supply pipe ex¬ 
tends the length of the car and a rub¬ 
ber hose connects with the four-inch 
outlet in the ordinary tank car. A 
locomotive engine moves both cars and 
furnishes steam or compressed air to 
aid In ejecting the oil when thickened 
by cold weather. The flat ear has a box 
for tools, extra parts, etc., and is 
partly covered with an awning to pro¬ 
tect the men. The sprinkling pipes are 
alltted for the oil to escape. The 
sprinkling car Is furnished with 
Shields, which cover and protect the 
rails from any oil which might drop 
or be splashed onto them. One end of 
the supply pipe on the sprinkling ear is 
fitted with a connection for three or 
more lengths of hose, each terminating 
In a valve and spreader, for use by 
hand in covering sides of slopes in 
cuts. 

It was found that about 2,000 gallons 
per mile was necessary to properly 
treat the track, and in doing the work 
on the eastern loads tank cars con¬ 
taining 6,000 gallons each were side¬ 
tracked several miles apnrt, where the 
employes on the oil sprinkler could 
readily pick them up and attach them 
to the sprinkling train when necessary.

continental Europe, which has only 
453,844. Germany excels England, and 
leads all other European countries with 
173,981; Sweden, curiously enough, 
comes next with 56,500; France follows 
with 45,000; then Austria with 33,862; 
little Switzerland with 32,252; Norway 
with 20,678, and Russia with 20,108. 
There are telephones in Italy, Spain, 
Portugal and some of the smaller Eu¬ 
ropean countries, of course, but they 
are of small consequence there, rela- 
tlvely, with their Importance here, and 
this will be understood from the state¬ 
ment that 32,000 telephones—more than 
in all Norway or all Russia, and nearly 
as many as In Switzerland—are In reg¬ 
ular service In the Borough of Manhat¬ 
tan alone. 

Besides having thousands of miles of 
telephone line and thousands more in¬ 
struments than any other country, the 
United States leads the world In length 
of line, the longest line operated In Eu¬ 
rope being only S50 miles, while the 
longest line here Is of 2,000 miles. Un¬ 
til recently the longest line extended 
from Boston to Omaha, 1,500 miles, but 
the line recently completed to Little 
Rock, Ark., exceeds this by 400 miles, 
and will, in turn, be exceeded soon by 
tbe line to New Orleans. Commercially 
speaking, this last line reaches the pres¬ 
ent practical limit. Scientifically speak- 

■? it is possible to operate a telephone 
line around the earth, but this would 
require a copper wire of great weight 
and enormous cost. In practice It has 
been found that wire of 400 pounds to 
the mile is heavy enough to operate n 
line of 1,000 miles; wire weighing 800 
pounds to the mile will carry nearly 
twice ns far. It would require wire 
weighing 1,500 pounds to the mile to 
operate a telephone line from the East 
to San Francisco. Such a lino will be 
built just ns soon as the Pacific coast is 
settled sufficiently to afford profitable 
business for It.

But the use of oil to lay the dust Is 
hot to be confined to railroads, al¬ 
though It Is ou steam roads most prog¬ 
ress has been made. Experiments are 
to be begun near Des Moines, Iowa, In 
the use of oil on a country highway 
to shed the water, lay the dust and gen¬ 
erally Improve the road as a substi¬ 
tute for paving. Major Montgomery 
Meigs, United States civil engineer, Is 
an enthusiast on the subject, and It is 
under his direction the experiments 
are to be conducted. In preparing a 
country road the oil Is not spread on 
the surface as Is done on a railway 
roadbed, as every passing vehicle 
would take up the oil and carry It 
away. The system which has been tried 
In many cities, notably near Los An¬ 
geles, Cal., necessitates the use of a 
machine with harrow teeth six Inches 
long. This is driven over the road and 
the teeth cut down into the earth, leav¬ 
ing long furrows similar to those made

Chinese Methods.

He said: "Usually a 
person will tread on the ball of the 
foot in taking each step. This is very 
tiresome and wearing on the muscles, 
as It throws the entire suspended 
weight of the body on’the muscles of 
the legs and feet. You should In walk¬ 
ing or climbing stairs seek for the most 
equal distribution of the body’s weight 
possible. 

“In walking up stairs your feet 
should be placed squarely down on the 
step, heel and all, and then the work 
should be performed slowly and de¬ 
liberately. In this way there Is no 
strain upon any particular muscle, but 
each one is doing its duty in a natural 
manner. The woman who goes up 
stairs with a spring Is no philosopher, 
or at least she Is not making a proper 
use of her reasoning faculties. 

“The habit, too, of bending over half 
double whop ascending a flight of 
stairs Is exceeding reprehensible. In 
any exertion of this kind, when the 
heart Is naturally excited to a more 
rapid action, it Is desirable that the 
lungs should lAve full play. The 
crouching position Interferes with 
their action, the blood is Imperfectly 
aerated, and there Is trouble at once. 
Give the lungs a chance to do their 
work everywhere and at all times.”— 
New York Sun.
